The Harper government has tightened 
air security rules to try to ensure that air¬ 
lines check every passenger’s entire face 
before letting them board a plane. 

The move follows the controversy that 
erupted in August after a video posted on 
YouTube seemed to show two Muslim 
women boarding an Air Canada flight in 
Montreal without having to remove their 
veils. 

At the time, then-transport minister, 
John Baird responded by ordering an in¬ 
vestigation into whether airlines are en¬ 
forcing rules that require staff to see the 
faces of passengers who board their 
flights. 

The spokeswoman for current 
Transport Minister Chuck Strahl 
confirmed on Saturday that a security no¬ 
tice was sent to all airlines by Transport 
Canada to “remind” them air carriers 
must be able to see the faces of 
passengers. 

“Airlines have the responsibility to ver¬ 
ify the identity of all passengers,” Nina 
Chiarelh said.

Boarding gate screening regulations 
state carriers must deny travel to passen¬ 
gers who don’t resemble their photo 
identification. 

It also states the “entire face” of a pas¬ 
senger must be checked against their 
identification. 

Carriers that violate the order could 
face fines of up to $25,000, and individu¬ 
als who do so could incur penalties of up 
to $5,000.

Shopping carts, electrical 
cords and random trash 
made way for fish, water- 
fowl and bushes as the 
shores of St. Albert’s Stur¬ 
geon River got a makeover 
yesterday. 

The local cleanup effort 
helped kick off the 17th 
annual Great Canadian 
Shoreline Cleanup. 

“We have cleanups 
across the country, and St. 
Albert was selected as one 
of the launch events,” said 
Annette Cake, regional co¬ 


ordinator for World 
Wildlife Fund Canada. 

“We haven’t formally 
weighed it yet but we’re 
thinking we got a few kilos 
an5^ay.” 

Cake said some of the 
biggest items collected in 
terms of numbers are 
some of the smallest items 
in terms of weight. 

She said cigarette butts 
and bottle caps are some of 
the worst culprits. 

“Those are the sorts of 
things that can have even 


more of a negative impact 
on aquatic life,” Cake said. 

“Having a lot of people 
come out to pick up that 
stuff really makes a differ¬ 
ence.” 

The shoreline cleanup is 
a great chance to spruce 
up your local river valley 
— but Cake is also encour¬ 
aging eveiyone to visit 
their shorelines and get 
connected with nature in 
their towns and cities 
throughout the year.

NASA scientist to testify 
on oilsands proposal 


One of NASA’s top scientists 
will appear at hearings into 
a proposed oilsands project 
to warn about the climate 
change consequences of ap¬ 
proving Total E&P Canada’s 
$2-billion plan to build the 
Josl 5 m North mine. 

Dr. James Hansen, head 
of the Goddard Institute for 
Space Studies, is slated to 
testify at public hearings in¬ 
to the proposal, which be¬ 
gins tomorrow in Fort 
McMurray. 

Hansen, sometimes 
dubbed the godfather of cli¬ 
mate change science and 
who has spoken out against 
the oilsands before, will ap¬ 
pear for the Pembina Insti¬ 
tute, an environmental 
think-tank that is interven¬ 
ing in the hearing. 

“He’s a star witness,” 
said institute spokesman Si¬ 
mon Dyer, who suggested 
Hansen might be appearing 
at the end of September,

From today until 
Wednesday, the leaders 
have meetings scheduled 
with the State Department, 
a White House environ¬ 
ment council, the Depart¬ 
ment of Interior, the 
Canadian Embassy, and 
congressional offices. 

Paulette said he will 
point to the findings of a 
recent study that linked 
oilsands operations to high 
levels of lead, mercury and 
other heavy metals in the 
Athabasca ^ver system.

Sweden vote signals shift to right 

A far-right party entered the Swedish parliament for the first time in elections 
yesterday, spoiling the government’s majority, preliminary results showed. 

Prime Minister Fredrik Reinfeldt was seeking to become the first centre-right 
leader to win re-election, but the Islam-bashing Sweden Democrats held the bal¬ 
ance of power after winning 20 seats in the 349-seat legislature. 

U.S. needs illegals: Powell 


Canada’s scientific commu¬ 
nity is buzzing over newly 
tightened rules that further 
restrict government re¬ 
searchers from speaking 
with the media about their 
work. 

Yet the No. 1 policy state¬ 
ment for government com¬ 
munications, according to 
Treasuiy Board, is to “pro¬ 
vide the public with timely, 
accurate, clear, objective 
and complete information 
about its policies, pro¬ 
grams, services and initia¬ 
tives.” 

The directive is part of 
the “Communications poli¬ 
cy of the Government of 
Canada,” posted on the 
Treasuiy Board website. 

The policy calls on public 
servants to speak “openly.” 

“Encourage public serv¬ 
ice managers and employ¬ 
ees to communicate openly 
with the public about poli¬ 
cies, programs, services and 
initiatives they are familiar 
with and for which they 
have responsibility,” says 
the document. 

“Openness in govern¬ 
ment promotes accessibili¬ 
ty and accountability. It 
enables informed public 
participation in the formu¬ 
lation of policy, ensures 
fairness in decision making

and enables the public to 
assess performance.” 

Yet recent access-to- 
information documents ob¬ 
tained by PostMedia News 
reveal that all media in¬ 
quiries to scientists work¬ 
ing for Natural Resources 
Canada must now pass 
through a Byzantine thick¬ 
et of “subject matter ex¬ 
perts” and the minister’s 
director of communica¬ 
tions — “no exceptions.” 

One bureaucrat warned 
in an internal email: “What 
may appear to be a simple 
request for facts may actu¬ 
ally relate to policy or high- 
profile issues.” 

The email puts in print 
what journalists covering 
the Harper government 
deal with on a daily basis. 

“It’s a huge concern 
among professionals in the 
public service,” said Gaiy 


Corbett, president of the 
Professional Institute of the 
Public Service of Canada. 

“This goes to other ques¬ 
tions about the value the 
government places on the 
advice of the professional 
public service — scientists 
who work on everything 
from climate change to 
emerging diseases to 
emerging pests.” 

Jeff Hutchings, a biolo¬ 
gist at Dalhousie University 
in Halifax, sees disturbing 
parallels between the cur¬ 
rent federal suppression of 
free scientific discussion 
and the way fish stock data 
was handled during his 
time as a researcher with 
the Department of Fisheries 
and Oceans. 

A 1993 survey of scien¬ 
tists in Ne’VNToundland 
found that research in the 
cod moratorium was “grue- 
somely mangled and cor¬ 
rupted to meet political 
ends.” 

The ensuing public out¬ 
cry, which tarred both Con¬ 
servative and Liberal 
governments, eventually 
led to a more relaxed 
regime for federal scientists 
to speak out in public, high¬ 
lighting the research they 
were doing with tax dollars.

Former Secretary of State 
Colin Powell says illegal im¬ 
migrants do essential work 
in the U.S. and he has first¬ 
hand knowledge of that — 
because they fix his house.

He added: “They’re all 
over my house, doing 
things whenever I call for 
repairs, and I'm sure you've 
seen them at your house. 
We've got to find a way to 
bring these people out of 
the darkness and give them 
some kind of status.” 

Powell did not say 
whether he’s hired illegal 
immigrants directly or they 
showed up with contrac¬ 
tors.

The members of a break¬ 
away religious sect were 
found pra 5 dng at a Los An¬ 
geles County park yester¬ 
day, halting a frantic 
search for the five adults 
and eight children who 
went missing after writing 
letters to family members 
saying goodbye. 

Deputies found the 
group at 11:55 a.m. yester¬ 
day at Jackie Robinson 
Park in Palmdale after get¬ 
ting a tip they might be 
there, said Los Angeles 
County sheriff’s 

spokesman Steve Whit¬ 
more. He said all the mem¬ 
bers are apparently safe. 

Officers had been 
searching a wide swath of 
Southern California since 
Saturday after family 
members found letters say¬ 
ing the group was awaiting 
an apocal 5 ^tic event and 
would soon see Jesus and 
their dead relatives in 


heaven. 

The group of Salvadoran 
immigrants described as 
“cult-like” by sheriff’s offi¬ 
cials, was led by Reyna 
Marisol Chicas, a 32-year- 
old woman from Palmdale 
in northeast Los Angeles 
county. Captain Mike Park¬ 
er said. 

Members left behind 
cellphones, identification 
documents, deeds to prop¬ 
erty, and letters indicating 
they were awaiting the 
Rapture. 

“Essentially, the letters 
say they are all going to 
heaven to meet Jesus and 
their deceased relatives,” 
Whitmore said. “Some of 
the letters were sa 5 dng

Most organizations insist 
their activities reflect their 
core purpose and are in 
keeping with their business 
and strategic plans. I say 
most organizations 
because the activities of 
our city council are a 
notable exception. 


A pparently, ensuring 
our city is well run 
and efficient gets 
boring at times, so 
councillors often ad¬ 
vocate for their pet 
projects. The recent decision of 
city council to ask staff to report 
on national programs designed 
to get more women interested in 
politics is a case in point. 

Civic politics is one of the 
places where women are very 
well represented and hooray for 


that. But apparently the intent is 
not to find out how to get more 
women to run in 
civic elections — 
it’s to get more 
women to be mem¬ 
bers of boards such 
as the library board 
and the police com¬ 
mission. The 
rationale is that on¬ 
ly 25 per cent of 
board members are 
women and boards 
are a steppingstone 
to a political career. 

Now that’s just 
what this city 
needs: A whole lot 
of people with po¬ 
litical aspirations 
sitting on boards so 
that they can push their person¬ 
al agendas and make their name 
known to the public. Are those 


the kind of people you want 
making decisions about the 
library in your 
neighbourhood or 
deciding what the 
police should and 
should not be do¬ 
ing? 

If it is such a 
good idea, why 
stop with just get¬ 
ting more women 
on boards? Why 
not give 
eveiybody a 
chance to have a 
political career? 
How about getting 
more black, 
brown, and yellow 
women and men 
on boards. How 
about getting more aboriginal 
women and men on boards? 

How about making sure the

homeless have a voice on 
boards? How about making sure 
that blue-eyed, left-handed peo¬ 
ple are properly represented? 

Or how about city council 
concentrates on the things we 
have elected them to do. How 
about they spend their time de¬ 
termining why civic salaries 
have almost doubled in 10 years 
to almost $1 billion. Maybe our 
councillors could work hard on 
determining why we paid out al¬ 
most $30 million in overtime 
and what could be done to stop 
bleeding money. Or maybe they 
could try to figure out why the 
City of Edmonton’s 
unsustainable spending growth 
is almost 1.7 times population 
and inflation growth and 
Calgary’s is only 1.5 times. I 
think a study into any one of 
those issues would be money 
well spent.

Actor Randy C^uaid and his 
wife are facing burglary 
charges in Cahfomia after 
the owner of the couple’s 
old house reported they 
had been hving there with¬ 
out permission. 

A representative of the 
property owner called San¬ 
ta Barbara County sheriff’s 
deputies Saturday 
afternoon to report that 
squatters had been staying 
in the guest house illegally. 
When deputies arrived at 
the house that evening, 
they found Randy and Evi 
C^uaid, who said they had 
owned the property since 
the 1990s. 

The property owner’s 
representative provided 
documents that showed his 
chent had bought the 
home in 2007 from a man 
who had purchased it from 
the C^uaids several years 
earher. A contractor 
showed police more than 
$5,000 in damages to the 
guest house that he 
beheved was caused by the 
Quaids. 

Police arrested the 
(iuaids on charges of felony 
residential burglaiy and en¬ 
tering a noncommercial 
building without consent, a 
misdemeanour.

“If she does not toe the 
line and stay out of trou¬ 
ble, she will do one year 
in the Clark County De¬ 
tention Center.”

Sex-ed common in U.S., birth control-ed not so much 


Almost all U.S. teens have 
had formal sex education, 
but only about two-thirds 
have been taught about 
birth-control methods, ac¬ 
cording to a new govern¬ 
ment report. 

Many teens apparently 
are not absorbing those 
lessons — other recent 
data shows that after 
years of steady decline, 
the teen birth rate rose 
from 2005 to 2007. It 
dipped again in 2008, to 
about 10 per cent of all 


births. 

The report from the 
U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention is 
based on face-to-face in¬ 
terviews with nearly 
2,800 teenagers in their 
homes from 2006 
through 2008. Female in¬ 
terviewers from the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan asked 
the questions for the 
CDC. 

About 97 per cent of 
teens said they received 
formal sex education by

► other research suggests 
that comprehensive sex 
education declined from 
1995 to 2002 , and this re¬ 
port seems to indicate that 
it hasn't changed since 
then, said John Santelli, a 
Columbia University pro¬ 
fessor of population and 
family health. 

the time they were 18. 

Formal sex education was 


defined in the report as 
instruction at a school, 
church, community cen¬ 
tre or other setting teach¬ 
ing them how to say no to 
sex or about birth control 
and sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

Lessons about saying 
no and STDs were more 
common than instruction 
on how to use a condom 
or other birth control, the 
study found. 

Overall, about two- 
thirds of teens got birth 


control instruction by the 
end of high school — 
about 62 per cent of boys 
and 70 per cent of girls. 

In contrast, about 92 
per cent of boys and girls 
reported being taught 
about sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases, and almost 
that many learned about 
preventing infection with 
the AIDS virus. And about 
87 per cent of girls and 81 
per cent of boys were 
taught how to say no to

been moving from the 
shelves of ethnic markets 
to big chains. They’re even 
showing up in snack foods 
and ice cream. 

“They’re becoming a lot 
more mainstream,” says 
Wendy Esko, marketing as¬ 
sistant in charge of prod¬ 
uct development and 
research at Eden Foods, 
which sells the beans un¬ 
der the name aduki. “In 
fact, out of the 33 kinds of 
canned beans that Eden of¬ 
fers, aduki beans rank No. 
7.” 

And at Whole Foods, 
more than 8,000 kilograms 
of adzuki beans were sold 
last year just in California, 
according to Patrick 
Wyman, groceiy co-ordina¬ 
tor for the chain’s North¬ 
ern California region. 

Vibrantly coloured and 
sweet, adzuki are com¬ 
monly used in desserts in 
Asian cooking. But in 
North America they often 
are put to savoury use. 


mixed into salads, cooked 
with rice and dropped into 
soups. Like other beans, 
adzuid are a good source of 
protein. Unlike many oth¬ 
er dried legumes, they 
don't have to be soaked be¬ 
fore cooking. 

And now they’ve even 
made their way into snack 
foods. Boulder Canyon 
Natural Foods sells several 


varieties of chips made 
from rice and adzuki 
beans, including chipotle 
cheese flavoured and sun- 
dried tomato and basil. 

The beans also are 
showing up in American 
gelato. Even Food Net¬ 
work’s Emeril Lagasse and 
Robert Irvine have done 
recipes using them.

The road back to work 
can be an uphill climb 

O Programs help women return to labour market after extended absence 



When Patricia Virc took her 
first maternity leave, she 
had done so with the view 
that she would undoubted¬ 
ly return to work, but per¬ 
haps in an area that was 
more family-friendly. 

During her leave, the 
lawyer had even started a 
master’s program in securi¬ 
ties law to ensure she’d 
keep up to date with issues 
in the field, particularly if 
she decided to switch from 
private practice to working 
for government. 

While Virc said she was¬ 
n’t completely disconnect¬ 
ed from work as she 
focused on raising her chil¬ 
dren, she spent six years 
out of the labour force. 

The mother of three 
found herself confronting a 
familiar challenge not ex¬ 
clusive to — but largely 
faced by — professional 
women who take leave. 
Whether the time away is 
devoted to raising children, 
acting as a caregiver for an 
aging parent or an ailing 
family member, many 
women may find the road 
back to work after an ex¬ 
tended absence can be an 
uphill climb. 

“Having been sort of a 
high-performance person 
coming out of university 
and having gotten just the 


best articling job, I never 
had to go out and search for 
work. I always had sort of 
people just demanding my 
skill and getting just to 
choose where I wanted to 
work,” recalled Virc, who 
had worked in corporate 
commercial litigation with 
a Toronto-based practice. 

“Now I’m in a situation 
where I’ve been off for a 
while, entering in a very 


difficult economy, and the 
key thing when you’re 
looking for a job is to be rel¬ 
evant and you can’t live for¬ 
ever on past glories,” she 
added. 

Virc took part in ReGon- 
nect, a seven-day executive 
development program 
aimed at helping profes¬ 
sional women re-enter the 
workforce at a leadership 
level. She was among the

participants in the inaugu¬ 
ral year of the GIBG-spon- 
sored program, run by the 
University of Western On¬ 
tario’s Richard Ivey School 
ofBusiness. 

Virc believed the pro¬ 
gram would — and did — 
cover changes in business, 
including advancements in 
technology and challenges 
arising as a result of the 
global and economic crises, 
among other issues. 

But she said she also 
gained guidance on the im¬ 
portance of the job search 
and self-marketing, which 
stressed the value of indi¬ 
viduals investing in them¬ 
selves as they would with 
any other business or mon¬ 
ey-making opportunity. She 
credits a combination of 
skills learned at ReGonnect 
for helping her land her 
current job as legal counsel 
for Echo Energy Ganada

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Edgy marketing 
carries big risks 

O College ‘branding’ virtually unheard of 15 years ago 



Drake University hoped a 
bold, blue “D+” on a direct- 
mail piece and its admis¬ 
sions website would grab 
the attention of high school 
kids inundated with same- 
old, same-old college re¬ 
cruitment material. 

What looked like a pret¬ 
ty bad grade was supposed 
to entice teenagers to take a 
closer look at the pluses of 
attending the school in Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

Drake oflBcials didn’t an¬ 
ticipate their daring idea 
getting ridiculed on adver¬ 
tising blogs, angering alum¬ 
ni who complained on 
Facebook that their degrees 
had been devalued, or in¬ 
spiring a local store to mar¬ 
ket “D-h student” T-shirts to 
amused Drake students and 
underachievers alike. 

Consider it a cautionaiy 
tale for colleges embarking 
on marketing and branding 


campaigns designed to set 
themselves apart in the cut¬ 
throat competition to gain 
prestige and grab their 
share of a shrinking stu¬ 
dent pool. 

Fifteen years ago, the 
term “branding” was virtu¬ 
ally unheard of in higher 
education. The idea of sell¬ 
ing college like a luxuiy ve¬ 
hicle or an expensive cup of 
coffee was viewed as anti¬ 
thetical to the academic 
mission. 

Although pockets of re¬ 
sistance remain, it’d be dif¬ 
ficult these days to find a 
four-year school that hasn’t 
gone through the institu¬ 
tional soul-searching and 
subsequent marketing blitz 
that tj^ically goes with be¬ 
ing a “Brand U.” 

The new challenge may 
be this, as Drake has 
learned: When everyone is 
trying to stand out, colleges 


can no longer expect to 
meet enrolment targets by 
plajdng it safe. And pushing 
the marketing envelope 
carries risks and rewards. 

“Historically, folks really 
have taken a fairly conser¬ 
vative approach,” said 
Robert Moore, president 
and CEO of Chicago- and 
Washington-based market¬ 
ing firm Lipman Hearne 
and author of a book on 
higher education branding. 
“We are seeing a bit more 
out-of-the-box stuff, and I 
think the jury is still out.” 

Drake officials asked for

O Parents need to step back as kids 
make transition to middle school 


Transitioning to middle 
school is hard. Kids go 
from being big shots in an 
elementary school where 
they knew eveiyone, to be¬ 
ing pip-squeaks in a school 
where they don’t know 
anyone. They have six 
teachers instead of one, a 
new locker combination, 
and nobody to sit with at 
lunchtime. 

“It’s such a traumatic 
time, even for a well-ad¬ 
justed elementaiy school 
student,” said Dr. Joyce 
Stalwart, senior associate 
dean in The University of 
Alabama’s College of Edu¬ 
cation. “They are coping 
with ever 5 hhing from 
changing classes to physi¬ 
cal changes and hormones 
to increased academic ex¬ 
pectations.” 

“It’s a whole other 
world,” said Lisa Merkin of 
Pinecrest, Fla., a mother of 
five with two children in 
middle school. “In fifth 
grade, they’re still kind of 
coddled. But in middle 
school, if you don’t have 
your homework, the 
teacher is not going to 
make a big deal of it. 
You’re just going to get a 
zero.” 

There are also organiza¬ 
tional challenges: “They 
need a binder for this and 
a binder for that. They 
have four minutes to get 
to their next class,” 
Merkin said. And then 
there’s the social aspect. 
In elementary school, they 
had friends going back to 
kindergarten. In middle 
school, Merkin said, 
“when they walk in the 
cafeteria, are they sitting 
by themselves?”

Complicating all of this 
is a change in the parent’s 
role as kids “go from being 
babies to being teenagers. 
I remember wanting to be 
dropped off in the middle 
of the street so my mom 
couldn’t kiss me good¬ 
bye!” Merkin recalled. 

But while middle- 
schoolers sometimes push 
parents away, at other 
times, parents need to re¬ 
sist the impulse to step in 
and rescue them. 

Rather than nagging a 
kid to do the work, argu¬ 
ing about it or intervening 
with teachers, the start of 
middle school is a good 
time to let students expe¬ 
rience the real-world con¬ 
sequences of their choices 
— even if, at first, that 
means disappointment or 
failure. 

“The only way we learn 
is through making mis¬ 
takes, taking risks, tr 5 dng 
things and experiencing 
the consequences,” said 
Leif Gustavson, professor 
of education at Arcadia 
University in Glenside, Pa., 

Stallworth agreed: “Try 
not to solve those prob¬ 
lems. Instead, listen to 
them and encourage and 
empower them to get 
through it.”

When

talk it out 

It can also be helpful to 
talk things out with 
kids when they’re fac¬ 
ing challenges, 
whether academic or 
social. But rather than 
offering solutions, par¬ 
ents should ask 
questions. 

“Approach any situa¬ 
tion with an open-end¬ 
ed question instead of a 
directive: ‘So what do 
you think you should 
do about that?”* said 
Leif Gustavson, who is 
also executive director 
of an after-school writ¬ 
ing program for teens 
called Qui Vive! 

And make sure kids 
understand that the 
school is there to help 
them. Encourage them 
to talk to teachers if 
they’re doing poorly in 
a subject.

If they’re having 
difficulty making 
friends, perhaps there 
are clubs, teams or oth¬ 
er activities where they 
can meet kids outside 
of class.

Michigan State coach 
Mark Dantonio had a mild 
heart attack and was hos¬ 
pitalized yesterday morn¬ 
ing, shortly after calling 
an audacious fake field 
goal to beat Notre Dame in 
overtime. 

The 54-year-old Danto¬ 
nio had surgeiy to put a 
stent in a blocked blood 
vessel leading to the heart.

“This morning, in the 
veiy early hours, not long
